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Young Parallels South Africa to U.S

Mayor of Atlanta and former 
United States Ambassador to the 
United Nations Andrew Young told 
a capacity crowd in Dodd 
Auditorium last Tuesday evening 
that in order to understand the cur- 
rent situation in South Africa, we 
should look toward our own race 
relations experience in the U.S. 

Young praised the U.S. court 
system for passing and implimen- 
ting laws during the 60 's which 
helped to eliminate racial tensions. 
South Africa, according to Young, 
needs a similar outside authority 
which will apply pressure to the 
Apartheid system. He suggested 
that the "role of the United States in 
the United Nations might well be the 
role the Supreme Court played in the 



Southland." 

The leaders of South Africa realize 
the days of a racially separate socie-. 
ty are limited, said Young. "They 
want to maintain some of their 
privileges, but they know they can't 
do that and maintain apartheid," he 
said. 

Despite the chain of events in 
South Africa, Young remains 
positive about the future. "I have to 
be optimistic about race relations 
here and in South Africa," he said, " 
because we've come so far 
ourselves." 

Young's appearance at MWC was 
in conjunction with the James 
Farmer Lecture Series entitled "The 
Historic Struggle for Racial Equali- 
ty." Young's involvement with the 
Civil Rights Movement was exten- 
sive, through his close association 



with Martin Luther King Jr. as ex- 
ecutive director of the Southern 
Christian Leadership Conference 
and his involvement with the Birm- 
ingham Movement of '63 and the 
Selma Movement of '65. 

While acclaiming Visiting Com- 
monwealth Professor James Farmer, 
Young encouraged students to take 
advantage of Farmer's stay. "To sit 
down and talk with him would be one 
of the most valuable evenings you 
could spend at college," said Young. 
"Had it not been for men like Martin 
Luther King and James Farmer and 
their ability to lead our nation 
through a period of turmoil without 
violence, Atlanta wouldn't be Atlan- 
ta. It would be Northern Ireland or 
Beirut." 

Young credited much of the suc- 
cess of the movement to the Judeo 



Christian ethic which its leaders 
ascribed to. "They believed we 
should share the blessings that all 
God's children share.. .anything else 
was injustice," he said. "It was no 
accident we came out of the church. 
We all understood something of the 
struggle." 

The success of the movement has 
been especially important for the 
South, stated Young. "Once we 
began working together, we became 
the Sun Belt. We're generating new 
wealth and economic growth and 
creating a new Southern way of life," 
he explained. 

Looking back on his political 
achievements as a black man in the 
South, Young replied: "If anybody 
had told me 'You're gonna be a 
mayor in Georgia', or that 'Those 
Georgia crackers are gonna elect you 



to Congress'... I would have consign- 
ed them to an insane asylum!" 

For the future, Young said the 
United States should concentrate on 
feeding and educating its poor. He 
added that the private sector, not 
the government, can single-handedly 
solve these problems. "When we ap- 
ply our technology to feeding the 
poor, then we can break race rela- 
tions and close economic gaps," he 
said. 



In closing, Young quoted the black 
Baptist minister who says, "I say to 
you keep on keepin' on. We may not 
be what we wanna be, and we may 
not be what we're gonna be, but 
thank God we ain't what we was."

Maddox in her American perception 
of the NATO alliance. 

NATO is a "natural institution; 
how could we have anything else?" 
Maddox stated this commonly ac- 
cepted belief regarding the Alliance 
is not true. Citing an example of 
misleading unity, Maddox warned 
us not to assume continuity [within 
European nations.] 

As a result of each nation's pursuit 
of their common interests, NATO 
has become a strong pacifist, with 
neutral tendencies, said Maddox. 

There is an educated public that 
was not there before, displaying a 
"cross national nature of public in- 
volvement," Maddox pointed out. 
Issues before left to the specialists 
are now addressed by a public in- 
volved in European security issues. 

Such problems as economic short- 
comings, man-power shortages and 
the use of conventional forces in the 
European community have enlisted 
new technologies to yield an instant 
cure. As a result, Maddox said, 
debate has arisen over these issues 
and the new technologies 
themselves. 

Maddox suggests that there will 
be a proliferation of instituions in 
NATO and in Europe outside of 
NATO due to an increased European

cooperation on defense. 

What the trends mean in U.S. 
politics, Maddox explained, is that 
"NATO will continue with greater 
European involvement; the pressure 
from the U.S. for weapons [installa- 
tion] will decline." 

To improve European/U.S. rela- 
tions, Maddox suggests four areas of 
concentration to be addressed by 
U.S. officials: avoid shocking the 
allies, as was done by the presiden- 
tial announcement of the Strategic 
Defense Initiative; maintain a 
strong U.S. troop presence in 
Europe; improve conventional forces 
to maintain a credible and flexible 
response; and assume arms control 
as a high priority on the U.S. agen- 
da. 

Dettke addressed the Alliance 
with a German perspective stating 
that different ranges of nuclear 
weapons and their sheer numbers 
have frightened many Germans into 
pursuing a strong peace movement 
to do away with the weapons. 

The Germans do not assume the 
enthusiasm that Reagan holds for 
the SDI package. As Dettke ques- 
tioned, "Where does it end if the 
Soviet Union has the same system 
too? It's potential is useless." 
Therefore, Dettke replied, conven-

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Young Parallels South Africa to U.S

Mayor of Atlanta and former 
United States Ambassador to the 
United Nations Andrew Young told 
a capacity crowd in Dodd 
Auditorium last Tuesday evening 
that in order to understand the cur- 
rent situation in South Africa, we 
should look toward our own race 
relations experience in the U.S. 

Young praised the U.S. court 
system for passing and implimen- 
ting laws during the 60 *s which 
helped to eliminate racial tensions. 
South Africa, according to Young, 
needs a similar outside authority 
which will apply pressure to the 
Apartheid system. He suggested 
that the "role of the United States in 
the United Nations might well be the 
role the Supreme Court played in the 



Southland." 

The leaders of South Africa realize 
the days of a racially separate socie- 
ty are limited, said Young. "They 
want to maintain some of their 
privileges, but they know they can't 
do that and maintain apartheid," he 
said. 

Despite the chain of events in 
South Africa, Young remains 
positive about the future. "I have to 
be optimistic about race relations 
here and in South Africa," he said, " 
because we've come so far 
ourselves." 

Young's appearance at MWC was 
in conjunction with the James 
Farmer Lecture Series entitled "The 
Historic Struggle for Racial Equali- 
ty." Young's involvement with the 
Civil Rights Movement was exten- 
sive, through his close association 



with Martin Luther King Jr. as ex- 
ecutive director of the Southern 
Christian Leadership Conference 
and his involvement with the Birm- 
ingham Movement of '63 and the 
Selma Movement of '65. 

While acclaiming Visiting Com- 
monwealth Professor James Farmer, 
Young encouraged students to take 
advantage of Farmer's stay. "To sit 
down and talk with him would be one 
of the most valuable evenings you 
could spend at college," said Young. 
"Had it not been for men like Martin 
Luther King and James Farmer and 
their ability to lead our nation 
through a period of turmoil without 
violence, Atlanta wouldn't be Atlan- 
ta. It would be Northern Ireland or 
Beirut." 

Young credited much of the suc- 
cess of the movement to the Judeo 



Christian ethic which its leaders 
ascribed to. "They believed we 
should share the blessings that all 
God's children share.. .anything else 
was injustice," he said. "It was no 
accident we came out of the church. 
We all understood something of the 
struggle." 

The success of the movement has 
been especially important for the 
South, stated Young. "Once we 
began working together, we became 
the Sun Belt. We're generating new 
wealth and economic growth and 
creating a new Southern way of life," 
he explained. 

Looking back on his political 
achievements as a black man in the 
South, Young replied: "If anybody 
had told me 'You're gonna be a 
mayor in Georgia', or that 'Those 
Georgia crackers are gonna elect you 



to Congress'... I would have consign- 
ed them to an insane asylum!" 

For the future, Young said the 
United States should concentrate on 
feeding and educating its poor. He 
added that the private sector, not 
the government, can single-handedly 
solve these problems. "When we ap- 
ply our technology to feeding the 
poor, then we can break race rela- 
tions and close economic gaps," he 
said. 



In closing, Young quoted the black 
Baptist minister who says, "I say to 
you keep on keepin' on. We may not 
be what we wanna be, and we may 
not be what we're gonna be, but 
thank God we ain't what we was."

Maddox in her American perception 
of the NATO alliance. 

NATO is a "natural institution; 
how could we have anything else?" 
Maddox stated this commonly ac- 
cepted belief regarding the Alliance 
is not true. Citing an example of 
misleading unity, Maddox warned 
us not to assume continuity [within 
European nations.] 

As a result of each nation's pursuit 
of their common interests, NATO 
has become a strong pacifist, with 
neutral tendencies, said Maddox. 

There is an educated public that 
was not there before, displaying a 
"cross national nature of public in- 
volvement," Maddox pointed out. 
Issues before left to the specialists 
are now addressed by a public in- 
volved in European security issues. 

Such problems as economic short- 
comings, man-power shortages and 
the use of conventional forces in the 
European community have enlisted 
new technologies to yield an instant 
cure. As a result, Maddox said, 
debate has arisen over these issues 
and the new technologies 
themselves. 

Maddox suggests that there will 
be a proliferation of instituions in 
NATO and in Europe outside of 
NATO due to an increased European

cooperation on defense. 

What the trends mean in U.S. 
politics, Maddox explained, is that 
"NATO will continue with greater 
European involvement; the pressure 
from the U.S. for weapons [installa- 
tion] will decline." 

To improve European/U.S. rela- 
tions, Maddox suggests four areas of 
concentration to be addressed by 
U.S. officials: avoid shocking the 
allies, as was done by the presiden- 
tial announcement of the Strategic 
Defense Initiative; maintain a 
strong U.S. troop presence in 
Europe; improve conventional forces 
to maintain a credible and flexible 
response; and assume arms control 
as a high priority on the U.S. agen- 
da. 

Dettke addressed the Alliance 
with a German perspective stating 
that different ranges of nuclear 
weapons and their sheer numbers 
have frightened many Germans into 
pursuing a strong peace movement 
to do away with the weapons. 

The Germans do not assume the 
enthusiasm that Reagan holds for 
the SDI package. As Dettke ques- 
tioned, "Where does it end if the 
Soviet Union has the same system 
too? It's potential is useless." 
Therefore, Dettke replied, conven-

tional balance is a key factor due to 
its feasibility in the time of conflict. 

"Since SDI is not going to bring 
an umbrella [of nuclear protection to 
Western Europe], it is not a perfect 
solution, Dettke said. "The only 
solution is a political one," he stress- 
ed, "With negotiations with the 
other side— not a technical 
solution." Arms control is only a 
short-term solution, stated Dettke. 

Two areas of problems within the 
Alliance were presented by Det- 
tke— the East/West trade issue and 
the regulation of trade and monetary 



issues. 



There is "a fundamental German 
belief [that] economic cooperation is 
essential to a better perspective for 
change [between East/West rela- 
tions], stated Dettke. 

As a final note, the controversial 
question of the high level of U.S. 
economic aid to the NATO forces 
was raised. Maddox answered this 
question with the statement, 
"Aren't the U.S. defending 
themselves as well?" 

Mary Washington will have the 
privilege of hosting Ms. Maddox as 
visiting professor of political science 
for the Spring 1987 session.
